plebiscite, a vote of the people, tavor- 
ed tho sale.

osition to forty-lour against i', ona 
member being denied a vote and six 
absent. 


Having taken this action, the Fo'.ke- 


thing took up the question of ratifica- 
tion of the treaty itself, providing tcr 
the sale of the islands.

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WILSON PLEADS 


FOR RJ, PEACE 


Men Willing to Lay Dispute 


Before President, 


BOTH SIDES JtRE 
HOPEFUL 


White House Conferences Increase 


Prospects That Big Strike Will be 
Averted. 
President Wilson has apparently 


made such 
progress 
in 
Ins con- 


ference 
with 
the 
railroad man- 


agers and the heads of the bru.h- 
erhoods, which are threatening a na- 
tion-wide strike, that after he had 
conferred with both 
sides 
it 
was 


agreed the outlook was hopeful. 


When the railroad managers closed 


their conference with the president 
they went into a secret meeting to dis- 
cuss some proposal which the presi- 
dent had laid before them, as a result 
of his earlier conference 
with 
the 


brotherhood leaders. 
Its nature was 


kept secret, but it was believed to be 
that the president appoint neutral ar- 
bitrators and thus satisfy the demand 
of the men that they go before a board 
which they considered so constituted 
as to give them a fair hearing. 


The brotherhood men, at their con- 


ference with the president, indicated a 
willingness to arbitrate if the presi- 
dent himself would hear the case, or 
possibly if he would appoint the neu- 
trals on a large board, on which all 
the brotherhoods would be represent- 
ed. 


When the managers' committee left 


the White House, it was said the pres- 
ident ha:l put plainly before bath sides 
the interests of the public and con- 
sidered that a' decision rested with the 
managers and the employes and that 
he could do nothing Lut wait. 


After the railrcad men left, Judge 


W. L. Chambers, one of the mediators, 
again saw the president, and then 
went to confer with the railroad man- 
agers at their hotel. 


"I do cot fee.1 any wcrso," saiJ 


Judge Chanib2rs. 


After his conference with the rail- 


road managers, President V\"ilson is- 
sued the fallowing statement: 


"I have rr.2t both siaes and have 


gone over the cr,.ae with utmost frank- 
ucss. I shall not be able to judge until 
later whether we have a feasible basis 
of settlement." 


Secretary Tumulty, who gave out the 


president's statement, refused to am- 
plify it in any way, saying that noth- 
ing could be known definitely until the 
president sees the managers again.
